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1 . Applicant's argued that Klindt describes a PLC CPU module that is coupled to a web server through a backplane (page 9, lines 24- 
25), and Baker describes a PLC CPU module that is coupled only to a web server, not a web server and database module (page 10, lines 
24-25). 

2. However, since Lindt discloses a web server and database module located outside the network module and including a database 
configured to store the file (e.g., server 12 is located outside network module 16, compring FTP/HTTP server and flash memory 28, flash 
memory driver 32, etc., which obviously can be configured to save files; see Figure 1 ); and since Baker teaches a ACM PCU module that is 
coupled directly to a web server 30 (Figure 4). Thus it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to apply Baker's direct web connection using Klindt's web server and database module, in order to improve network 
communication traffic and provide faster updates of network information 
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
